MERITS OF COMMISSION 
GOVERNMENT 


Many volumes have been published and 


hundreds of columns of newspaper space 
consumed in recording the testimony of stu- 
dents and officials as to the merits of commis- 
sion and commission-manager government in 
operation. There are, comparatively, only a 
few dissenting voices to the general conclu- 
sion that towns and cities which have adopted 
the plan have found it a vast improvement 
over the government which it has supplanted. 


Intimate study and observance of commis- 


sion and commission-manager government un- 
deniably support the claim that it leads to 
official effort to render more and better ser- 
vice. In addition, it is more responsive to the 
demands of the people. Unquestionably, un- 
der the commission system, there is a greater 
capacity for getting things done. The rec- 
ords of all commission and commission-man- 
ager governed cities show a decided quicken- 
mg of official .activity immediately following 
the adoption of the plan. Students of govern- 
ment all over the country attest this fact. 


There is not, however, the outward show 


ot efficiency that all ardent advocates of the 
system claim for it, because, it must be re- 
membered, there is much of the routine in 
municipal administration. 
But its superior- 


ity to the old processes of government forces 
the absolute conclusion that where towns and 
cities are badly or inefficiently governed the 
people may obtain better government by 
adopting the commission plan, 


While one may find in some instances a pro- 


f 


nounc*i dissent from the claim that commis- 
sion-mlnager government means better gov- 
ernmeit, that opposition generally comes 
ironypersons who have underlying reasons 
for «siring to keep a city or town from ap- 


g real business methods m the conduct 
affairs. 


sports substantiated by impartial investi- 
ons in many cities indicate a distinct ef- 
on the part of city commissioners to con- 
diet municipal affairs along business lines. 
Inj other words, the plan emphasizes the de- 
sule of officials to render efficient and satis- 
faqtory service. 


ommission government, except in isolated 


instances where, through a lapse of citizen 
interest, politicians have gained control, is in 
the advantageous position of showing marked 
improvement over a slovenly and admittedly 
unsuccessful predecessor, the loosely organ- 
ized government by mayor and council. 


Unquestionably, the plan has proved its 


desirability in that officials have assumed a 
business attitude toward their official respon- 
sibilities. This has worked to the advantage 
of the people and the community as a whole 
according to qualified and unbiased investi- 
gators. The records of many cities under 
commission and commission-manager govern- 
ment, are merely an exhibit of a general, re- 
sult-producing program of community better- 
ment. 


This city should not hesitate to profit by 


the experiments and experiences of other 
municipalities.
